Tunisian Aid 


Paris Told America 
Would Be 'Delighted' 
lf She Handled Deol 


WASHINGTON UP-U. S. officials 
said today th ey would be deligh t­ 
ed if France would take ov er th e 
task of p rov iding guns to Tunisia 
on term s accep table to th e Tuni­ 
sian gov ernment. 
Th e p ossibility of working out 
a formula to m eet Tunisia’s fur­ 
th er arm s needs ap p eared to of­ 
fer th e best h one of closing th e 
sp lit between Wash ington, l o n ­ 
don and P aris ov er th is issue in 
adv ance of nex t m onth ’s North 
Atlantic sum m it conference. 
Secretary of State 
Dulles and 
French Foreign Minister Ch ristian 
Pineau are sch eduled to 
m e e t 
h ere Tuesdav for a discussion of 
NATO p roblems and th e Tunisian 
controv ersy . 
French P rem ier Felix Galliard 
said in Paris Friday th at th e De­ 
cem ber NATO 
meeting 
in 
t h e 
French cap ital, 
wh ich 
President 
Eisenh ower p lans to attend, will 
fail to ach iev e its aims unless th e 
Tunisian arm s issue is settled to 
th e satisfaction of France. 
American officials were not cer­ 
tain a settlem ent is p ossible. Th ey 
said, for ex amp le, th at th ere is 
no way of undoing 
wh at h as 
al­ 
ready been done. With in th e last 
two day s Britain and th e United 
States h av e deliv ered to Tunisia 
close to 1,000 guns and many th ou­ 
sands of rounds of ammunition. 


THIS ACTION was taken in sp ite 
of angry French p rotests th at such 
weap ons, mov ing to Tunisia with ­ 
out any co ntro l by F ra nce, mig ht 
find th eir way across th e border 
into th e h ands of Algerian rebels 
figh ting 
French 
troop s. 
U.S. of­ 
ficials discount th at p ossibility but 
concede th at ih e issue 
p resents 
great 
domestic 
p olitical 
difficul­ 
ties for th e French gov ernment. 
Th e gov ernments inv olv ed, h ow­ 
ev er, are not dealing with a closed 
situation. Th e U. S. announcement 
Th ursday of a decision to s e n d 
arm s to Tunisia, in coop eration 
with Britain, said th is was “ an in­ 
itial resp onse’’ to President Habib 
Bourguiba’s request for h elp . 
Th e decision was justified on 
th e ground 
th at 
Hourguiba 
is 
strongly p ro-Western, but th at if 
h e did not receiv e weap ons from 
W estern sources h e 
would 
be 
forced to turn to Sov iet Com m u­ 
nist sup p liers. 
Officials h ere stress

Before th e U.S.-British decision 
of Th ursday both gov ernm ents ne­ 
gotiated with th e French for many 
weeks to try to get th em to h andle 
th e arm s deal.

would sup p ly th e arm s ii Bourgui­ 
ba was willing to take th em only 
from France 
and

43 Britons

sort of neighborliness. When there’s an un­ 
h oly disturbance on the block, they com e 
right down and look into it. Nosy but so far 
perfectly friendly . 
This is also a time when imagination is 
rushing out — not ex actly eagerly — into 
space and finding it terribly empty . The 
thought that man may already hav e liv ely 


counterparts up there, less talkativ e but no 
less restless than he is, has begun to seem 
not o n l y pleasant but necessary . 
It is a time. too. of humility , at least in 
this country . This is a healthful change but 
a difficult one. It is made slightly easier if 
being caught napping is related to the v ast 
reaches of a v astly populous univ erse in­ 
stead of only with respect to the Sov iet 
Union. 
Finalh there is perhaps a subconscious 
wish to trim the red moons down to a more 
commonplace dimension by ev oking much 
more marv elous things that really are 
magic. In the light of the 200-foot drifting 
fireball stalling automobiles in Tex as, of 
all places, before shooting up and blinking 
off, the Sputniks seem like the first y o-y os 
of humanity still in the nursery . 
And if so, then it follows that the race is 
much nearer its beginning than its end.

States Feel Business Pinch 


The 
“ lev eling of f ’ or “ recession” or 


whatev er term is applied to the current 


economic trend is hav ing effect in some 


areas not normally considered. One of 


these is in state rev enues. 


State tax collections in the y ear that end­ 
ed J une 20 rose 8 per cent ov er the prev ­ 
ious y ear, to a new record. In the same 
period spending rose 15 per cent. This is a 
general trend, with state debt rising as ex ­ 
penditures outrun 
rev enues 
State debts 
hav e tripled since 19 48 . 


Then last sum m er the downturn in tax 
collections began. States feel the effects of 


a business fall-off more quickly than the 
federal gov ernment because they depend 
on such items as sales tax es, production 
tax es, etc. 
Sev eral states already are in trouble and 
are seeking way s to make up the ex pected 
losses if the b u s i n e s s trend continues. 
Among these are Arizona, California, Miss­ 
ouri, Montana. Pennsy lv ania and others. 
The principal aim, in a declining business 
situation, probably should be economy in­ 
stead of new tax es. Unfortunately , the pos­ 
sibilities of economy are hard to ferret out 
without cutting into programs v ociferously 
backed bv minorities.

An hour’s work bought less then, despite 
low prices, than an hour’s work buys now. 
Materially the country has advanced. But 
there is no way of computing from these 
data any coefficient of human happiness 
and spiritual well-being.

States Feel Business Pinch 


The “ leveling off" or “ recession" or 


whatever term is applied to the current 


economic trend is having effect in some 


areas not normally considered. One of 


these is in state revenues. 


State tax collections in the year that end­ 
ed June 20 rose 8 per cent over the prev­ 
ious year, to a new record. In the same 
period spending rose 15 per cent. This is a 
general trend, with state debt rising as ex­ 
penditures outrun 
revenues 
State debts 
have tripled since 1948 


Then last sum mer the downturn in tax 
collections began. States feel the e ffe c ts of 


a business fall-off more quickly than the 
federal government because they depend 
on such items as sales taxes, production 
taxes, etc. 
Several states already are in trouble and 
are seeking ways to make up the expected 
losses if the b u s i n e s s trend continues. 
Among these are Arizona, California. Miss­ 
ouri, Montana. Pennsylvania and others. 
The principal aim, in a declining business 
situation, probably should be economy in­ 
stead of new taxes. Unfortunately, the pos­ 
sibilities of economy are hard to ferret out 
without cutting into programs vociferously 
backed bv minorities.
